He understood BARCZ spent Eaost of his time 
at WFAA Communications Center observing radio and television 
activities. While still in Dallas the assassination of 
President KENNEDY occurred, and two days later JACK RUBY 
killed LEE HARVEY OSWALD in Dallas. BARCZ was very excited 
when JACK RUBY reportedly had killed OSWALD and announced 
that he had met RUBY only a few days before that occurred. 
SLAW IK understood that JOSEPH GLOWACKI and BARCZ were having 
coffee or lunch at a restaurant in downtown DCLas a few 
days before the day of President KENNEDY* s assassination 
at which time GLOWACKI happened to sea^&jCK RUBY and 
introduced RUBY to BARCZ. So far as |^^Bknows BARCZ 
never knew OSWALD. After the assassination BARCZ decided 
to remain over in Dallas for a few more days during which 
time he served as a correspondent for the press and 
television in Warsaw. He utilized GLOWACKI *s Cadillac 
automobile and possibly rented an automobile. He understood 
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EARCZ; made telephone calls to th e .W arsa w press reportin 
on the news events in Dallas. not know whe: 
the telephones were located that we™ used by BARCZ , bu 
presumed he used GLOWACKI 's telephone at least for sone 
of the calls .

JOSEPH A . GLOWACKI, 3442 Knox, Dallas, on 
December 9, 1963 advised that he was in the downtown 
area of Dallas on November 22, 1963 with KRYSTIAN BARCZ, 
a Polish National who was visiting in the United States 
on a State Department study grant. That afternoon they 
stopped at the Ritz Delicatessen for lunch and while 
there, he observed JACK RUBY in the delicatessen. He 
introduced RUBY to BARCZ and invited RUBY to sit at their 
table. RUBY declined with the comment that he was just 








walking around. He was still at the delicatessen when they 
left. GLOWACKI said President KENNEDY'S assassination had 
already occurred that day in Dallas, and RUBY asked GLOWACKI 
what he thought that would do to business, talking about 
the loss of persons coming to conventions in Dallas. 

GLOWACKI said he has known RUBY since about 1957 and consid 
him l| casual acquaintance, not a friend, but had seen 
him often at the B & B Cafe which is near one of RUBY'S 
night clubs. GLOWACKI said he had been in the Carousel Club 
of JACK RUBY on five or six occasions. 
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
